Chard man arrested on 
suspicion of killing dad 


A CHARD man has been arrested on suspicion of 
killing his father whilst on holiday at a Spanish 
camping site. 

Ian Bennett, 45, was arrested last Friday in L’Es- 
tartit, a seaside town on north-east Spain’s Costa 
Brava, after reportedly attacking his father, 69- 
year-old Douglas Bennett, also from Chard, dur¬ 
ing a fight on holiday. 

It is thought the incident took place at about 
1.45am on Friday morning. Douglas Bennett was 
found unconscious in a pool of blood by a security 
guard at the Castell Montgri campsite, near 
Barcelona, and later died in Josep Trueta Hospital 
in Girona. He had been on holiday with wife Glo¬ 
ria, son Ian and daughter-in-law Lousia. 


Reports in Spain say an autopsy revealed that 
Mr Bennett, who lived in Helliers Road, died from 
a brain injury caused by hitting his head on the 
ground or against something hard and not from a 
blow. It is not thought any weapons were used. 

His son Ian (pictured) was arrested by Spanish 
police and was released on bail on Sunday without 
charge. It is not known if he will be allowed to re¬ 
turn home while police continue their investiga¬ 
tions. 

Douglas Bennett’s brother Bob has told national 
press that the father and son were “close” and that 
Ian had “some sort of mental breakdown” 20 
years ago, adding that he did not know if this was 
relevant. 



Rotary clean up stone marker 


THE Rotary Club of Crewk¬ 
erne formed a small work¬ 
ing party on Sunday to 
clear the area around a 
stone they gave to the 
town as a marker several 
years ago. 

The stone is set on a 
flower bed at the entrance 
to the South Street Car 
Park which had become 
very unkempt. 

Tired of waiting for the 
council to properly main¬ 
tain the area, the gentle¬ 
men of the club took it on 
themselves to step in and 
uphold the reputation of 
their town. 

This was not the first 
time the club members 
had felt the need to step in 
and cut back the vegeta¬ 
tion and were not happy 
that their intervention was 
necessary for a job that 
was supposed to be done 
by the local authority. 

The stone now wel¬ 
comes shoppers and visi¬ 
tors to the town.

THREE small businesses in Chard have taken the plunge to 
become part of the first official pop-up shop in the South 
West backed by Popup Britain. 

The Mayor of Chard, Councillor Jenny Kenton, officially 
opened Pop-up Chard in the Stringfellow Gallery on Holy- 
rood Street and said she is 100 per cent behind the venture, 
both as a councillor and a member of the Chard Town Team. 

She said: “I think it’s fantastic that it’s been completely 
organsied by volunteers. Jason and Garry have been clean¬ 
ing, painting and even did the shop window. It shows you 
the Town Team is working hard for Chard.” 

The enterprise is the result of a collaboration between 
Chard Town Team and South Somerset District Council’s 
Market Towns Investment Group, which funded the project. 
Popup Britain, the retail arm of national enterprise cam¬ 
paign StartUp Britain, is also a partner in the project and 
will profile each new tenant on their website. 

Representatives Katie James and Becky Jones attended 
the opening and said that Chard was unique in that, because 
the Town Team were taking on the lease for 12 months, the 
pop-up was guaranteed a longer presence than those in other 
towns so far. 

The pop-up concept enables new business people to try

out their bright ideas in a real retail environment but without 
the long-term financial commitment of their own shop 
premises. 

Businesses can use the space for up to three months, with 
a varied range of retailers scheduled to appear in the pop¬ 
up over the lnext 12 months. 

The Chard Town Team, led by Garry Shortland, will over¬ 
see the day-to-day running of the shop. 

Chard entrepreneurs sharing the new pop-up business 
space as it opens include local taxi firm founder Kevin 
Wood, now offering three exciting inventions; Katy 
Roswell, a former Holyrood Academy pupil with her range 
of bespoke wedding stationery and services; and 
designer/maker Meg Whyte, with products she has created 
for camping, the home, garden and beach. 

District councillor Angie Singleton, chairman of the Mar¬ 
ket Towns Investment Group, said: “This exciting idea gives 
a boost to new businesses and a new shopping opportunity 
to attract local residents and visitors to Chard’s town centre. 

“I am delighted that the Market Towns Investment Group 
has been able to help this 
initiative.” 

Councillor Jo Roundell 
Greene, district portfolio 
holder for environment and 
eonomic development, was 
also present at the launch. 

She added: “The success 
of small businesses is key to 
the economic health of our 
market towns. Providing 
support for start-up busi¬ 
nesses to enable them to 
flourish is a vital part of the 
South Somerset economic 
strategy.” 

Emma Jones, Startup 
Britain co-founder, said: 
“We’re delighted to be 
opening our ninth pop-up 
shop in the UK and our first 
ever in the South West. 
“Our shops not only pro¬ 


vide a new shopping experience in the short term, and a 
buzz to the high street, they also bring a meaningful boost 
to the local economy for the long term.” 

Pop-up shop retailer Mr Wood was one of the first start¬ 
ups to take part in the initiative. The South West Inventors 
Club member will be selling his three unique products - 
colourful Wiltshire-made EasyBricks, the ingenious Quick 
Fix Door Stop and KeyTag Security, a secure way to re¬ 
trieve lost keys. 

He hopes other members of the club will follow him in 
using the space. 

Mr Wood added: “I thought it was time to get proper ex¬ 
posure in the town and have made up a game called ping 
pong challenge which will be set up in the shop for people 
to play. 

“I wanted to take a shop up the road but it was too expen¬ 
sive and had even thought about walking around the town 
with a few bricks in my arms.”

her six-month-old baby. 

Glamping expert and tal¬ 
ented designer Meg is the 
third local start-up to join 
the shop with her low-car¬ 
bon, non-toxic, natural 
Cushty Chic. Her sustain¬ 
ably made roll-up beds are 
designed for glamorous 
camping, the home, garden 
and the beach. 

She said: “As someone 
who loves camping, and 
caving expeditions to re¬ 
mote places and after years 
of bad sleep on blow up 
beds, I finally decided to 
start making my own luxury 
roll up beds. Keeping with 
the concept sustainable and 


healthy has inspired the rest of my business plan.” 

She only started her venture six months ago as a hobby 
but it has already proved popular online. 

Meg added: “I am looking forward to the opportunity of 
exploring the market from a shop point of view. I believe 
Chard needs regeneration and it is important to me to be a 
part of that.” 

Popup Chard will run for 12 months and new retailers 
will regularly share the space. Products will range from 
fashion to home wares, to unique handmade gifts and 
chocolates.

Jarvis had no 
headaches, he just kept being sick for three weeks and not 
getting any better. 

“It was the end of March last year when Dr Osborne 
called an ambulance and everything moved so quickly. 
He was diagnosed on the Thursday, moved to Bristol on 
the Friday and they operated on the Monday. 

“I was pregnant when Jarvis was diagnosed and I mis¬ 
carried through the stress but I’m having another one now. 
Dr Osborne is a lovely doctor, he really listens and he 
knows that there is more to it than just blood pressure and 
pills, he takes time to get to know you and what is going 
on around you.” 

Mrs Bannerman added that she was also that pleased 
Jarvis, who will be 13 in November, was still in middle 
school and this was not a crucial year, which meant he 
had time to re-settle with his friends and catch up, not just 
with school work but with being a boy again.

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Traditional crafts at Yesterday's Farming show 


FROM humble beginnings in 1972, the 
annual Yesterday's Farming weekend 
show has become an international at¬ 
traction. 

Held for the second year running at 
Leaze Farm, Haselbury Plucknett, this 
year the event enjoyed more 
favourable weather conditions than 
last year's summer quagmire, attract¬ 
ing a large footfall of enthusiasts and 
interested visitors. 

Started by Jack Lewis and Gil Mer¬ 
rick, who had an interested in steam 
engines rural exhibits, Yesterday's 
Farming is not only a great place to see 
old tractors, vehicles and other farm 
machinery, but has become an impor¬ 
tant showcase for keeping alive some 
of the traditional trades by local crafts¬ 
people. The crafts themselves still 
have a great place to play in rural life 
and create a demand for other makers 
who manufacture the specialist tools 
required. 

Simon Dench, a master thatcher 
based in Crewkerne, has been working 
his craft for 26 years and was demon¬ 
strating his skill at the show by thatch¬ 
ing a haystack. Thanks to listed 
building regulations, it is one rural

craft which has remained in demand, 
although sourcing local reed has be¬ 
come more difficult in recent years. 

Russell Woodham, a hedge layer of 
15 years, works in the Dorset/Devon 
style, which creates a dense low hedge 
particularly suitable for sheep, as a 
stock barrier and shelter from the 
wind during lambing. He was pleased 
to talk to people about his craft, which 
has seen a revival in recent years as 
farmers become more aware of the 
importance of hedges for wildlife. A 
well-laid hedge will last for many gen¬ 
erations and can be more effective 
and need less maintenance than 
metal fencing. 

Bill "the bodger" Durrant, from 
Knowle St Giles, has been a regular at 
the show for several years, along with 
partner Hillary Mead who plays her ac¬ 
cordion while he works. Bill still uses a 
traditional pole lathe, which a bodger 
would have made from a sapling in 
the wood where he worked, turning 
out spindles of all shapes and sizes for 
chairs, handles and toys. 

Also at the show were weavers, spin¬ 
ners, blacksmiths and wheelwrights. 
All these craftspeople and enthusiasts 
hope that by keeping up the rural 
shows, at least a few of the next gen¬ 
eration will be inspired to take up the 
tools of their trades and keep alive the 
old traditions which not only have his¬ 
torical value but can also still find a 
practical use in modern life.

Glovers boil over after controversial Kettle decision 


Y EOVIL Town are finding life in 
the Championship to be chal¬ 
lenging if nothing else. 

Despite two excellent home per¬ 
formances against Birmingham City 
in the Capital Cup where they were 
bullied into defeat by the Blues for 
the second time in a fortnight, and in 
the Championship last Saturday 
against relegated Premier side Read¬ 
ing where they were robbed of at 
least a point by the notorious Trevor 
Kettle, they found themselves on the 
end of poor decisions in controversial 
circumstances. 

It was ironic that in my column two 
weeks ago I mentioned the fact that 
I had hoped one of the benefits of 
being promoted to the Champi¬ 
onship was that the standard of refer¬ 
ring would improve, citing the fact 
that Yeovil Town supporters have had 
to put up with the likes of Kettle and 
an assortment of other incompetent 
officials for far too long. 

Little did I know that a fortnight 
later he was going to come back and 
bite us on the bum! 

The Glovers had survived a tricky 
opening period where Reading dom¬ 
inated possession without worrying 
the home defence particularly. 

As last week against Derby County, 
Yeovil became stronger as the game 
went on and they looked most likely 
to score. 

Despite including summer signing 
Dutchman Royston Drenthe, who 
apart from giving a good impression 
of Yeovil's original "step over kid" 
Nathan Jones down the left, rarely 


threatened, and I had to look at my 
programme a second time to confirm 
there was an "m"for millions after the 
£12 figure that Real Madrid once paid 
for the midfielder. 

Having originally been crestfallen 
when finding Kettle was in charge, he 
seemed a changed man in the first- 
half, and was so almost faultless that 
I commented to my former referee 
friend who sits behind me on his un¬ 
familiar performance. However he 
began to revert to reputation in the 
second-half. 

You see he has a history with Yeovil 
Town that goes way back into Foot¬ 
ball Conference times, and for what¬ 
ever reason, be it that someone has 
offended him at the club, or that he is 
just plain incompetent; which is the 
view I support; he ends up courting 
controversy when he takes charge of 
the Glovers. 

With Reading beginning to flag, he 
missed a number of fouls on Yeovil 
players before the incident that 
turned the match on 77 minutes. 

Joe Edwards slipped as he went to 
make a challenge in the right hand 
corner of Yeovil's half allowing Adam 
Le Fondre a free run along the bye¬ 
line. 

The covering Luke Ayling met the 
former Southampton striker with a 
robust shoulder-to-shoulder chal¬ 
lenge which saw the Royals player 
nudged off the ball. 

Everyone including the Reading 
players, not one of whom appealed, 
was absolutely flabbergasted to see 
Kettle, who was stood in the ideal po¬ 


sition on the angle of the penalty 
area, award a penalty. Le Fondre 
picked himself up to beat Wayne 
Hennessey from the spot. 

Kettle then boiled over as he usually 
does and his game reverted to norm 
as he made a number of poor deci¬ 
sions including not awarding Yeovil a 
possible penalty in added time when 
Michael Ngoo was bundled over by a 
combination of former Glovers 
'keeper Alex McCarthy and Sean Mor¬ 
rison. 

That's the second time in three 
home league games where the 
Glovers have deserved at least a 
point. 

But as I said last week they have 
shown enough to suggest that they 
are not far from getting it right, and 
given the luck that has deserted then 
so far, they will soon turn the corner. 

Burn cons Glovers 
as Blues win ugly 

ON-loan from Fulham, Dan Burn be¬ 
came a hero at Wembley in May when 
he scored the second Yeovil goal that 
sealed promotion to the Champi¬ 
onship. 

Rejected as not yet first team mate¬ 
rial for a second season by manager 
Martin Jol, he joined the much richer 
Birmingham City on loan who offered 
him more money; nothing wrong in 
that. 

However, his actions seconds be¬ 
fore the end of normal time and 
those of his colleagues and manage¬ 
ment before and after his feigned in¬ 


jury, once again left a sour taste in 
everyone's mouth at Huish Park. 

I was appalled by the Birmingham 
City players and their tactics when 
the two clubs met in the first home 
game of the season when the visitors 
won by a single goal, ironically a Burn 
header, in a game that the Glovers 
deserved at least a point, if not all 
three. 

Throughout the game they contin¬ 
ually wrestled, pulled and abused the 
home players in what can only be de¬ 
scribed as aggressive and aggravat¬ 
ing tones, and I was appalled to think 
that this was the norm for all Cham¬ 
pionships sides. 

Home games against Derby County 
and Reading have fortunately re¬ 
stored my confidence and I hope they 
are the exception rather than the rule. 

However, last week they confirmed 
their own status with another grizzly 
performance that turned ugly follow¬ 
ing Burn's "injury". 

Leading 2-1 with seconds to go, 
Burn fell to the ground as if pole-axed 
in a delaying tactic to waste time 
from which goalkeeper Colin Doyle 
kicked the ball out of play suggesting 
a serious injury. 

Referee Darren Sheldrake deemed 
that Burn wasn't in danger by allow¬ 
ing play to continue and from the 
throw-in, whereby Byron Webster col¬ 
lected the ball before chipping the 
'keeper with a goal worthy of a striker, 
upon which hell broke out. 

The Birmingham players, including 
the supposedly badly injured Burn in¬ 
stantly surrounded the referee, and 


there were ugly scenes around the 
home dugout. 

Yeovil were quite within their right 
to play-on from the situation particu¬ 
larly as it proved by Burn's action, that 
Birmingham were time wasting. 

It was a shame that Ayling's first 
goal for the Glovers in 145 appear¬ 
ances; an absolute stunning 25 yarder 
in the first-half of extra-time; should 
be overshadowed by manager Gary 
Johnson's sense of fair mindedness to 
allow the Blues a "free" goal immedi¬ 
ately after it to even out Webster's 
goal, who then went on to win 
through penalties. 

The law was on Yeovil's side and the 
referee was happy with the resultant 
goal, and I and many of the support¬ 
ers around me think that perhaps 
Johnson he got it wrong and should 
not have conceded. 

In an after match interview Blues 
manager Lee Clark commenting on 
Johnson's initial reluctance to give 
them a goal back, claimed: "My par¬ 
ents made me grow up to be a good 
sportsman, win, lose or draw. I think 
something has got to be done."

Whichever way it doesn't take away 
the awful taste left by Birmingham's 
strong arm tactics and Burn's dis¬ 
graceful antics. 

Sportsmanship doesn't appear to 
be a word in his vocabulary.
